Potentate of Aleppo Temple for 1945 


3000 Nobles Attend Annual Meeting, Election 
Of Officers, Initiation and Vaudeville Show 


VER three thousand Nobles of Aleppo 

Temple gathered in Grand Hall, Me- 
chanics Building on Friday evening, Janu- 
ary 26, 1945, to attend the Annual Meet- 
ing, election and installation of officers for 
the coming year. 

Illustrious Noble Arthur A. Sondheim, 
who served as Chief Rabban during 1944, 
was elevated to the office of Potentate by 
a unanimous vote of the Nobles present. 
The newly elected Potentate was nomi- 
nated by Past Potentate Frank A. North 
who, in a few well chosen words, presented 
Noble Sondheim as a Past Master of his 
Blue Lodge and a Past District Deputy 
Grand Master of the First Masonic Dis- 
trict as well as one of the high officers in the 
Scottish Rite Bodies of Boston, 

In accepting the election to the office of 
Potentate of Shrinedom’s fourth largest 
Temple, Noble Sondheim assured the 
members of Aleppo that he truly appre- 
ciated the tremendous responsibility as 
well as the numerous duties pertaining to 
this exalted position and that he would 
foster the good fellowship existing in 
Aleppo Temple. He said he deeply appre- 
ciated the great honor the Nobles had be- 
stowed upon him and promised to en- 
deavor to carry out the traditions of 
Aleppo Temple and give the Nobility the 
best administration in his power.

The Most Worshipful Grand Master of 
Masons in Massachusetts, Noble Samuel 
H. Wragg, invested Potentate Sondheim 
with a Potentate’s fez, emblematic of his 
office. The newly elected Potentate told 
the Nobility that he was very proud to þe 
the first Potentate of Aleppo Temple who 
had ever been crowned in office by the 
Presiding Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts. He 
said that he was deeply grateful to the 
Grand Master for his graciousness in con- 
ferring this great honor on him. 

Aleppo Temple was highly honored at 
this Annual Meeting in having many dis- 
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tinguished Masons and Nobles in attend- 
ance accompanying Grand Master Wragg, 
including Most Worshipful Melvin M. 
Johnson, Past Grand Master and Sover- 
eign Grand Commander of the Supreme 
Council of the Scottish Rite, Northern 
Jurisdiction of the U. S. A.; G. Lester 
Marston, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templar of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island; William 
S. Cooper, Grand Warder of the Grand 
Commandery; Stanley W. Wilson, Deputy 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons in Massachusetts; Claude L. 
Allen, Past Grand Master and Past Po- 
tentate Harry G. Pollard, Past Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment of 
Knights Templar of the United States. 

At the afternoon business meeting held 
in Paul Revere Hall, printed copies of the 
1944 annual reports of the Recorder, 
Treasurer and Trustees of the Permanent 
Fund and Auditing Committee were dis- 
tributed and, upon motion, were unani- 
mously adopted. . 

These printed reports showed some un- 
usual activity in the business of the Temple 
for 1944 including a total of 1,212 candi- 
dates initiated during the year which was 
the largest number for the past 23 years. 
The membership report showed a net gain 
for 1944 of 982, being the largest net gain 
since 1921, 

The report of the Trustees of the Perma- 
nent Fund showed a balance of over 
$600,000.00, 50% of which has been in- 
vested in United States Bonds. 

Following the business of the afternoon 
meeting the Ritualistie Degree Team, un- 
der the direction of Noble Gerald F. 
Zedren, initiated the candidates elected in 
the first and third sections of the 
ritual. 

At the close of the evening election and 
business meeting the Degree Staff, under 
the leadership of Director F rank W. 
Watson, took over the business of enter- 
taining the Nobles present by initiating 
the candidates in the second section floor 
work. This work was very enthusiastically 
received and took place on a large stage 
erected in the center of the floor of Grand 
Hall. 

A one-hour vaudeville show, under the 
direction of Noble Charles Pike, con- 
cluded the festivities of the day, which 
seemed to leave the N obility with nothing 
but great praise for the Officers and work- 


ers who had staged this Annual Meeting 
and Ceremonial.

ALEPPO’S NEW POTENTATE HAD 
LONG AND SUCCESSFUL MASONIC 
CAREER 


UR newly elected Potentate, Illustri- 

ous Noble Arthur A. Sondheim, who 
was elected to guide the destinies of 
Shrinedom’s fourth largest Temple on 
January 26, 1945, was born in Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, March 13, 1879 and 
moved to Brookline in 1909, where he has 
been a resident for the past 36 years. 

Illustrious Noble Sondheim attended 
the Boston publie schools and received his 
L.L.B. Degree from Northeastern Uni- 
versity in 1904. He was admitted to the 

Massachusetts Bar in February of the 
same year. 

Our new Potentate has a most enviable 
Masonic record having held many high 
offices in Masonry in which he has given 
valuable and estimable service to the 
fraternity. 

He was raised in Eliot Lodge A.F. & 
A.M. of Jamaica Plain in May, 1908, and is 
a life member and Trustee of the Life 
Membership and Permanent Funds of his 
mother Lodge. 

He is a Charter and an Honorary Mem- 
ber of Shawmut Lodge A.F. & A.M. of 
Boston and served as Worshipful Master of 
this Lodge in 1913, 14 and 15. He is also a 
Charter Member of Loyalty Lodge A.F. 
& A.M. of Jamaica Plain. 

Noble Sondheim served as Junior Grand 
Steward of the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts in 1916 and was District Deputy 
Grand Master of Boston First Masonic 
District in 1934, 35 and 36. 

Our New Potentate was highly honored 
When he was one of a committee of three 
Massachusetts Masons, appointed by the 
‘Most Worshipful Grand Master, Melvin 
M. Johnson in 1916, to organize the 
Masonic Employment Bureau which is 
now known as the Masonic Service De- 
partment conducted under the supervision 
of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. In 
addition to its many activities, this de- 
partment now conducts a bureau which 
keeps in constant contact with all Masons 
and their sons and daughters in the Serv- 
ice, rendering assistance and aid in all 
parts of the world. This department, which 
is under the direct supervision of Noble 
Philip C. MeMurdie, has handled over 
21,000 cases with service men alone. The 
gigantie volume of work handled, entails 
the combined services of seven district 
managers and sixty representatives 
throughout Massachusetts. 

Potentate Sondheim has again been 
honored by the present Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, Samuel H. Wragg, in being 
appointed one of the newly formed Prog- 
ress and Advisory Committee of the Grand 
Lodge for the purpose of carrying out the 

extensive work of the Masonic Military 
Service Activities. 

Illustrious Noble Sondheim served for 
ten years as a member and the seeretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Trials of 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. He is a 
member of the First Worshipful Master’s 
Association of Massachusetts and is an 
ussociate member of the Board of Masonie 
Relief from Shawmut Lodge. He is a rep- 
resentative of the Grand Lodge of Puerto 
Rico, near the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts. 


He is a member of Boston Lafayette 
Lodge of Perfection, and is the present 
Junior Warden of Giles F. Yates Council, 
Princes of Jerusalem. He is also a member 
of Mt. Olivet Chapter of Rose Croix, a 
District Representative of Massachusetts 
Consistory, Scottish Rite Bodies. Illus- 
trious Potentate Sondheim is a member of 
St. Pauls Royal Arch Chapter and Boston 
Council of Royal and Select Masters. 

The newly elected Potentate is a wid- 
ower, Mrs. Sondheim having passed away 
in October, 1918. His oldest son, Arthur A. 
Sondheim, Jr., was graduated from Brown 
University. During the four years he at- 
tended this University he was the pitcher 
on the Varsity Baseball Team. He is also 
a graduate of Boston University Law 
School and is associated with his father in 
the practice of law. 

Another son, Norman J. Sondheim, is a 
graduate of Harvard College and Harvard 
Law School. He is also a member of the 
Massachusetts Bar and at the present time 
is in the Engineer Corps Department of 
the Military Service stationed at Camp 
Shelby, Mississippi. He expects shortly 
to be sent overseas. 

A third son, Earle F. Sondheim, passed 
away at the age of 18 years in 1935.

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OUR APPEAL FOR PLAYING CARDS 
FOR BOYS IN HOSPITALS 
BROUGHT A NOBLE RESPONSE 


HE response to a request in the Janu- 

ary issue of the News asking for play- 
ing cards for our wounded service men has 
been overwhelming. 

The committee wished to receive 1,000 
decks of cards from our members and 
friends for this purpose. However, due to 
the generosity of the Nobility and their 
families, over 3,000 single decks have been 
received up to the time of going to press 
and we are glad to say the cards are still 
coming in. 

Noble Paul Amundson, of the Boston 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, has 
agreed to see that these cards are properly 
distributed to our wounded boys entirely 
free of charge. 

The response to this appeal has been 
very gratifying to the Officers of Aleppo 
Temple and, needless to say, many happy 
hours will be spent by our service men re- 
cuperating in hospitals, through the co- 
operation of the donors. 

There were many interesting angles con- 
nected with this drive for cards which 
seemed to not only reach into the homes 
of members and friends but also created 
enthusiasm in business offices and stores. 

Noble Edward W. Hunter, an officer of 
the State Street Trust Company, insti- 
tuted his own drive for cards among his 
associates with the result that nearly 300 
packs were added to our collection. 

Another large donation was received 
through the efforts of Noble Robie E. 
Kempton, a Tremont Street attorney, who 
spent many hours visiting every office in 
his building as well as several stores in the 
neighborhood. As a result, Noble Kemp- 
ton brought with him to the Annual Meet- 
ing, on January 26th, 209 packs and prom- 
ised to increase this number before he is 
through. 

Cards were received from as far away as 
St. Petersburg, Florida, where Noble 
Herbert A. Stockbridge is spending the 
winter and who, upon reading the appeal, 
immediately forwarded his donation. The 
members of the 3-5-7 Club of Department 
38 at Fore River, through the assistance of 
Noble A. M. Carnathan, sent in a large 
collection of cards together with six erib- 
bage boards which the boys in that de- 
partment had made. 

Donations were also received from 
Waltham Commandery, Knights Templar 
No. 52 and Mrs. J. K. Tufts of Westboro 
and her Ladies’ Club donated 35 decks. 

Noble Doctor Grant of Gardner wanted 
to make sure the boys had good cards to 
play with as he sent in four dozen new 
decks. Noble Harry McCarthy forwarded 
his donation of cards by parcel post from 
Kewanee, Illinois, and Noble J. R. Cannon 
sent a package of several packs from his 
home in Dunmore, Penna. Noble H. R. 
Sylvester sent along some of the well 
known paste boards from Coral Gables, 
Florida and Noble J. Norman Anderson of 
Lawrence helped the eause by sending 
three dozen new decks. 

Many other donations too numerous to 
mention here were received at Shrine 
Headquarters and the Shriners have once 
again gone over the top, which always 
oecurs when an appeal is made to them.

LT COMDR. CECIL J. PEASE, a

Andrews Chapter, Boston Commandery, 
the Scottish Rite Bodies and Massa- 
chusetts Consistory, all of Boston. He

SON OF ALEPPO OFFICER SETS 
ENVIABLE MARK 


RECORD for anti-aircraft action 

was made by the unit under the Com- 
mand of Lt. Col. Charles H. Sargent, Jr., 
son of Assistant Steward, Charles H. 
Sargent, according to word received from 
Europe. 

Lieutenant Colonel Sargent, who before 
entering the war was Director of the Serv- 
ice Bureau of the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, is battalion commander of the 
455th Anti-aircraft Unit serving with Gen- 
eral Patton’s Third Army. His unit was 
recently credited with knocking down ten 
out of twenty-five attacking Nazi planes, 
thus preventing enemy flyers from blast- 
ing important artillery positions on the 
southeastern part of the U.S. Third Army 
front. The thrilling ground and air en- 
counter lasted over twenty minutes. A 
checkup showed that the Germans had 
not been able to damage American Artil- 
lery. During the encounter a number of 
German prisoners were taken. 

Colonel Sargent, who is a Past Master 
of General Henry Knox Lodge A.F. & 
A.M. of Boston, is a veteran of World 
War I and served in the 241st Coast 
Artillery of the National Guard for eight- 
een years prior to the present conflict. 

In a recent letter received from Colonel 
Sargent at Shrine Headquarters, which he 
wrote at midnight on New Year’s Eve, he 
said that following a hard day’s fighting he 
was enjoying reading a recent copy of the 
ALEPPO Montuiy News by the light of a 
muzzled flashlight. 
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ALEPPO NOBLE RECEIVES 
CITATION 


FOR distinguishing himself by meritori- 
= ous service in connection with military 
operations against an enemy of the United 
States last summer, Major Henry L. F. 
Buswell, a Noble of Aleppo Temple re- 
cently was awarded the Bronze Star 
Medal. 

The citation relates that Major Buswell, 
who was “Charged with the responsibility 
of indoctrinating personnel at the marshal- 
ling area,— organized and instructed 
briefing units which capably performed 
this duty.” The citation further states, 
“Major Buswell correctly foresaw that 
many units would arrive at the marshal- 
ling area incompletely equipped, a handi- 
cap which he offset by organizing and 
staffing a supply unit operating within the 
marshalling area to take care of last min- 
ute shortages.” 

The citation also states that, “the 
superior manner in which Major Buswell 
provided for the necessary pre-embarka- 
tion briefing of Ninth Air Force personnel, 
his foresight and ability in solving supply 
problems in spite of difficulties incident to 

last minute preparations contributed 
greatly to the smooth movement of troops 
and the success of the invasion of Europe.” 

Since his citation, Major Buswell has 
heen raised to the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel. He is a resident of Gloucester, 
Massachusetts.

15, 1855. 

He was one of the most widely known 
Scottish Rite masons in Massachusetts, 
having served as Commissary of Massa- 
chusetts Consistory for the past thirty-five 
years, a position which brought him in con- 
tact with nearly every one of the ten 
thousand members of the organization.
